Everybody is joining regret over the as­ 
sassination of Medger W. Evers, the 37-year- 
old Negro who was M ississippi’s bop crusad­ 
er for civil rights. 
Even such staunch Mississippi segrega­ 
tionists as Sen. Jam es 0 . Eastland is pub­ 
licly shocked when a Negro leader is killed, 
presum ably by the kind of Southern white 
who is not susceptible to restraint. 
People like this are the great danger 
when tension is generated. They are on 
both sides of the civil rights issues. Negro 
leadership never knows when violence m ay 
supplant the nonviolence that has been its 
policy. 
W henever trouble is brewing, it attracts 
irresponsibles who would like nothing better 
than a donnybrook. These are the kind of 
whites who once practiced lynching. They 


are the kind of Negroes who constitute • 


m ajor police problem in Northern cities. 


Their lack of discipline is a challenge to 
American society. 


The most dangerous thing anyone can do 
in this country in any argum ent that hottens 
tem pers and tem pts violence, is to stir the 
uncontrollable tem pers of the violent. Stir­ 
ring up such people is an invitation to dis­ 
aster. 


Medger Evans and his family are casual­ 
ties of violence. 


Among those publicly regretting what hap­ 
pened are m any of the same people who 
m ade it happen. Their pious regrets and 
condolences are delivered in bad faith. They 
flunked the test of leadership, which is to 
repress violence, not arouse k. 


The Truth Sooner Or Later 


It must be easy for young job seekers 
these days to get the idea the older genera­ 
tion is using a stacked deck against them. 
If they w ant to keep their idle hands from 
getting involved in the devil s work, they 
are told they are too young, too inexperi­ 
enced, too irresponsible. 
If they avoid being rebuffed when they 
ask for work and don’t get it 
if they 
settle for idleness — they are criticized or 


being shiftless. 
If they make a working agreement with 
the devil, they are called delinquents. Heavy 
thinkers make speeches about them and 
w rite articles for the press. 


Moreover, even if they find jobs someone 
will let them do, they stand a chance of 
hearing pecksniffs snort that they are tak­ 
ing money from heads of families. 


Is it any wonder our young friends get 
corvfused and wonder if the older generation 
has gone off its rocker? 


LET’S SEE if we can explain what has 
happened in a few words. Something like 
this. . . 


In the 19th century, exploitation of chil­ 
dren was a scandal. Laws were passed to 
protect them from employers who paid a 
pittance and worked them to a nuboin. 


As the industrial revolution got rolling, 
child labor was squeezed out 
This was a 
good thing. Then the good thing took an 
unexpected twist. 
, 
Do-gooders and do-outers moved in and 
‘took over. 
Do-gooders passed bleeding-heart laws to 
keep juveniles from working and do-outers 
working the same side of the street, clasped 
hands 
and 
made 
common 
cause 
with 
do-gooders. 
But the do-outers were interested only in 
doing out of johs all juveniles who might 
compete with adults, especially in unions, 
and all aging workers who should be re- 


The Missing Meeting 


President Kennedy is responding to Negro 


pressure for civil rights by appealing to 
m any groups of citizens for support. 


His latest appeal is to labor unions, which 
have been coldly indifferent to most criti­ 


cism directed at them on exclusion of Ne­ 
groes in closely controlled unions. 


Previously, he had appealed to business. 
In between, he had appealed to all the rest 
of us. Mr. Kennedy is to be commnded 
for the vigor of his leadership. 


He cannot be commended, however, for 
the duplicity of his political position. He 
pwes his squeaker election to the presi­ 
dency in I960 to the support of Dem ocratic 
voters in segregation states in the South 
They saved his skin 


His D em ocratic party owes its strength 
in the two-party system to the durability 
of segregationist senators and representa­ 
tives who end up as chairmen of the im­ 
portant comm ittees of Congress. 
These durable gentlem en owe their survi­ 
val. in turn, to their skill in appealing to 
red-necked voters in their state who intend 
to fight the race issue on the sam e line 
if it takes all the next century, too. 
There is a crying need for strong political 
leadership.

WASHINGTON—No m atter how 
you 
slice it. 
the m ass travel 
they're shouting about refers 
to 
Americans traveling within 
the 
borders of America. 
Depending on who does t h e 
counting, and how m any tim es 
each person is counted, between 
47 and 89 million Americans will 
travel about this year within the 
confines of the United States. An 
additional 9 million are expected 
to visit Canada. And you can’t get 
much more m ass than all that. 


By comparison, best estim ates 
see a total of 1 million Ameri­ 
cans venturing across the w aters 
to Europe this year — a figure 
that still is something to crow 
about, for consider: these travel­ 
ers keep 19 international airlines 
and 
a 
substantial 
num ber 
of 
steam ship companies in business 
all year. 
U. S. tourists abroad are expect­ 
ed to leave behind somehing more 
than $1 billion in expenditures. 


DOMESTICALLY, they’ll spend 
a whopping $26 billion, and help 
several states balance their bud­ 
gets. 
Where is everybody going, and 
who are they? 
According to an American Ex­ 
press travel survey, two-thirds of 
the domestic tourists will take a 
vacation to a 
state other than 
their own, aided and encouraged 
by 
the 
burgeoning 
network 
of 
super-highways, hundreds of new 
motor hotels and flexible air, rail 
and bus package trips. 
More than 80 per cent will travel 
by car, and hundreds of thousands 
of those cars will he filled with 
children. Traveling families a r e 
bent on education, 
as 
well 
as 
pleasure 
pursuits. 
According to 
the travel survey, this shows up 
in the impressive out-of-state visit­ 
or attendance at 
many 
hisoric 
sites and restorations. 


EVERY YEAR several million 
persons visit Independence Nation­ 
al Historic Park and Independence 
Hall in Philadelphia and Gettys­ 
burg 
Colonial W illiamsburg; The 
Alamo; Old Sturbridge Village in 
M assachusetts; the reconstructed 
seaport at 
Mystic, Conn.; 
t h e 
Henry Ford Museum in Dearborn, 
Mich., and the New Salem State 
Park, 111. (frontier village where 
Lincoln lived). 
State parks counted 273 million 
visits last year, which, of course, 
includes repeaters. 
The National Parks, which last 
vcar clocked 88 million, likewise 
counts visits, 
not people in 
its 
totals. 
Surprisingly (to those wbo live 
in them ) big cities exert a power­ 
ful travel lure during the sum m er 
LITTLE L IZ 


months. New York City, for ex­ 
ample, has 14 million out-of-state 
visitors a year, and a consider­ 
able num ber come when school’s 
out and the children are free. 


SPECIFIC TRAVEL targets for 
and special events that are being 
staged around the country: 
Idaho’s and West Virginia’s Cen­ 
tennial celebrations, continuation 
of the Civil War Centennial, North 
Carolina’s 300th anniversary of the 
granting of the Carolina Charter, 
and such perennial favorites as 
the

festivals at Tangle- 
wood, Newport and Aspen; 
t h e 
Black Hills Passion Play, and out­ 
door 
historical 
dram as 
at the 
Cherokee Village and Boone in 
North Carolina. 


Growing numbers are discover­ 


ing the pleasures of fly - and- 


drive vacations, a device that al­ 


lows flexibility, 
but 
saves t h e 
w ear and tear of long motor trips. 


Last year leading rental car com­ 
panies chalked upgains of 15 to 
19 per cent, with 80.000 vehicles 
accounting for $250 million in rev­ 
enue. 


Then, of course, there are the 
traditional 
reasons 
for 
vaca­ 
tioning: not special events, n o t 
historic sights, but just a change 
of scenery and routine, the oppor­ 
tunity to get sand between the 
toes, to sail a boat, sunbathe on a 
beach, sleep on a bed of pine 
boughs or throw a line into a 
gurgling brook.

social - equality legislation 
through the Congress. . . . 
“The President of the United 
States has a higher call to lead­ 
ership than to use threats of mass 
violence and disregard of reason­ 
able local laws as a means of se­ 
curing action in the courts and 
Congress, however desirable we 
may regard it to be. . . . 
“The President and the attor 
nev general now say that they 
will predicate this new thrust for 
race mixing on the already tor­ 
tured 
commerce 
clause of 
the 
Constitution 
“ If the commerce clause will 
sustain 
an 
act 
to compel 
the 
white owner of a dining hall to 
accept 
a 
Negro 
against 
his 
w ishes, it can be used to sustain 
the validity of legislation that will 
compel his adm ittance into the 
living room or bedroom of any 
citizen. 
“ I BELIEVE in equality before 
the law for every American. In 
equal measure, I reject the idea 
that federal power m ay he in­ 
voked to compel the mingling of 
the races in social activities to 
achieve the nebulous aim of so­ 
cial equality. 
“ Every Negro citizen possesses 
every 
legal 
right 
that 
is pos 
sessed by any white citizen, but 
there is nothing in either the Con­ 
stitution or Judaed-Christian prin­ 
ciples or common sense and rea­ 
son which would compel one citi 
zen to share his rights with one of 
another race at the same place 
and at the same time- 
Such compulsion would amount 
to a complete denial of the in­ 
alienable rights of the individual 
to 
choose 
or 
select 
his 
associates. . . 
“ T h e 
President’s 
legislative 
proposals are clearly destructive 
of the American system and the 
constitutional rights of American 
citizens. 
“I shall oppose them with every 
means and resource at my com­ 
mand.

U. S. Withdraws 
Haitian Ambassador 


WASHINGTON (AP)-The Uni­ 
ted States has bowed to a “re 
quest” of the Haitian government 
that it remove Ambassador Ray­ 
mond L. Thurston as envoy to 
Haiti, but officials said today this 
government’s disapproval of the 
Duvalier regime wiil continue. 
Haiti is recalling its own am­ 
bassador to the United States, 
Dr. Louis Mars. 
The result of these two actions 
is to reduce the level of diplo­ 
matic relations between the two 
countries in the wake of the re­ 
cent dispute over President Fran­ 
cois Duvalier’s decision to stay 
in power. 
The two steps were announced 
by the State Department Friday 
night. 
A spokesman said that 
the Haitian “request” for Thurs­ 
ton’s removal was delivered to 
the ranking U. S. diplomat at 
Port au Prince, Glion Curtis Jr., 
early in the afternoon. 
The Haitian note gave no rea­ 
son for the action, but it was un­ 
derstood here that Duvalier con­ 


sidered Thurston personally re 
sponsible for U. S. coldness to­ 
ward his regime.
